• i I am aware that in the closing hours of a cam- 
paign some voters lose sight of tne issue and say, 
"mere's only one newspaper in town — and it is 
crucifying a 
man." 


But then again, there's only one Tax Asesssor 


in the county, with life-and-death control over prop- 
erty assessments — and if he's playing politics with 
the office, as we charge, then it's YOU, not Carter 
Sutton, who is being crucified.

This question can be resolved by showing who 


'§> threw the first stone — The Star or Carter Sutton. 


;lf we can show he deliberately embarked on a cam- 
paign to juggle property assessments in order to get 
himself elected to a salaried office in the courthouse, 
then he is the one who is attacking — and we are 
merely defending the people . . . who have the 
.constitutional right to expect property assessments 
to be administered fairly and without personal pol- 
itics.

Your editor has been on public record for reform 


i :of Arkansas' property assessing system for 40 years, 


; tracing back to the 1920s when he was an editor at 
El Dorado.

. His record was recognized when Governor Cherry 


'appointed him as one of 25 to serve on the state- 
Wide Property Assessment Reform ' Committee in 
1952-53. When the Committee proposed a constitu- 
.tional amendment it was your editor who wrote into 
the original draft a provision to abolish the elective. 
office of Tax Assessor and replace it with an^p-. 


., 
pointive office to be filled by the other elective' 


• officers of the county. The state association of Tax 


Assessors threatened Governor Cherry and eventually 
he had to abandon the amendment. 


Knowing that local assessment reform wasn't 


likely to come about while tax money could be 
obtained from the state, your editor engaged in two 
state-wide tax petitions in 1955 and 1957 — which, 
with court costs in a challenge to the federal gov- 
ernment, cost him $18,000 personally. 


i 
I have put money into government seeking to 


improve it. 


Carter Sutton is taking money out of government 


while seeking to destroy it. 


He first ran for Hempstead County Tax Assessor 


in 1958, and I was informed that he was campaign- 
ing on the grounds that the people's property assess- 
ments were too high and he would treat his friends 
"right." He didn't say he would assess everyone in 
accordance with the property they owned, as required 


>' ji 
by the oath of public office — but he was debauching 
the Tax Assessor's post with political promises for 
the sake of the salary the office pays. 


I ran two editorials against him and he lost that 


1958 election. 


After the election he stopped me on the street 


and said mournfully that The Star had ''ruined 
him." 
I told him he knew where we stood on assess- 


ment reform and that he was deliberately attacking 
us on a point of good government. Mr. Sutton told 
me then he didn't know about our work on assess- 


'•• t 
ment reform. 


I believed he was speaking the truth in 1958 — 


that he simply didn't know. 


He ran again for Tax Assessor in I960. We 


gave him the benefit of the doubt — and didn't 
oppose him. 


But in his statement rejecting the proposal for 


a property reassessment program, last February 8, 
he showed that he stands in 1962 just where he stood 
in 1958 — except that this time he can not plead 
he doesn't know. 


Furthermore, 
I have published the official 


figures from the courthouse to show that his two 
years in office have cost the taxpayers more than 
any Tax Assessor for the last 12 years. In the current 
year alone he will have put upon the taxpayers an 
expense $2,125 greater than for 1960, the last year 
before he was sworn in. 


Political promises to individual taxpayers . . . 


extraordinarily high office expense — these are the 
marks of Cain . . . a man intent on destroying his 
brother citizens, rather than helping them as he 
took oath to do. 


This is the Home Front we are fighting for. 
In the recent past we got help from the state 


government. Now the state has more burdens than 
it con carry, and it is asking local government to do 
something for the common cause. If we fail, then 
the last recourse is the federal government — and 
he who pays the piper will call the tune. 


If local property assessments are to be horse- 


traded bv a political Tax Assessor then I warn you of 
what's ahead — a series of millage rate increases, 
of which there will be no end. 


Much property was reassessed in 1958. 
If the 


equalization program is rejected and we have to 
turn to millage rate increases instead, then the 
property that was raised in 1958 will be cut back 
in value — ond the first milloqe increase will be 
u^H to fill up that hole in revenue . . . with additional 
millaae increases still tn come.
